Dr. Richard I. Darnell, chairman 
of the society's public health com­ 
mittee, told the group assembled 
at Fountarin House Inn. Doyles­ 
town, the ballot in November will 
carry the question: “Do you favor 
a county health department for 
Rue Im County?" The doctor said, 
“Over 2*4 times the necessary num­ 
ber of signatures were on the bal­ 
lot petitions.” 
“Support from one end of the 
county to another is rapidly grow­ 
ing," the doctor said. He added, 
“One of the chief Jobs is to dis­ 
pel the idea that such a local 
health institution is new and un­ 
tried. Over 1220 counties in 40 of 
the 49 state* have county health 
departments," he said. “Some of 
them,” th* doctor concluded, “are 
VB-years-old.” 
The society heard a talk by Dr. 
Irving Leopold, director of the re­ 
search laboratory at the Wills Eye 
Hospital, Philadelphia. The doctor 
described the use of radio-active 
phosphorous in detecting tumors 
of the eyeball. 
Dr. Leopold referred to recent 
research into two common aye ail­ 
ments: ubeteis and diabetic eye 
change. He stressed the role of the 
family physician in detecting eye 
disorders. 
The society announced it will 
support the campaign for the health 
department by providing speakers 
for public meetings and helping to 
pay for posters and other similar 
items.
